Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, Feb. 8.—Sale of 
American cars assembled in for- 
eign countries during 1926 was 
less by more than 5,000 as com- 
pared with 1925, the automotive 
division of the Department of 
Commerce announced today. 
Reports recelved from assem- 
dling plants in 1926 show a total 
sale dtring the year of 174,929 cars 
of American type. During 1925 
seventeen foreign branch plants of 
American manufacturers accounted 
for the assembly and sale of 180,- 
350 cars, while in 4924 ten such 
plants then in operation recorded 
sales totaling 142,346 units. 
The department points out.

Spaulding of New Hampshire 
thinks the state should increase its 
gasoline tax and raise its registra- 
tion fees te raise money for high- 
way construction rather than 
make a bund issue for this purpose. 

Gov. Weeks of Vermont advo- 
cates an increase to 3 cents a gal- 
lon im the gasoline tax as a meané 
of raising money for the upkeep 
of aide reads and less traveled 
theroughfares. Additional money 
for this purpese should come ‘rom 
a direct state tax of not over 19 
cents on a dollar,

Oil 
Substitutes 
To Be Developed 


Special from A, D. N, Washington Bureau 
Washington, Feb. 8.—By the 
time the petroleum resources of 
the country begin to dwindle, gas- 
oline substitutes will be available 
in abundant supply, A. J. Kraemer, 
associate petroleum chemist of the 
U. §. Bureau of Mines, declared 
today. 
The decline in crude oil produc- 
tion, when it comes, will be 
gradual, he asserted, and from 
time to time other materials will 
enter into competition with petro- 
leum and add to the supply of 
available materials. 
Mr. Kraemer expressed the opin- 
fon that when the petroleum sup- 
ply becomes practically exhausted, 
the methods of production of al- 
ternative products, such as shale 
etl, alcehol, coal distillates, etc., 
probably will be so much advanced 
over the present state of the art 
that there will be no great hard- 
ship in the change. What form of 
motor fuel the future will demand 
is uncertain. 
“When cracked gasoline was a 
new product it was looked upon 
with suspicion,” Mr. Kraemer said, 
“and regarded as inferior to 
straight run gasoline. This view 
has now been reversed, and the gil 
industry is steadily increasing its 
crac king equipment.’ iy
